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1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group i is acknowledged. The traversal is on 
the ground(s) that ail groups are directed toward distinct compositions, methods and 
articles. This is not found persuasive because it does not address the basis for the 
restrictions. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-4,19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The meets and bounds of the claims cannot be determined in view of the 
limitation "enhanced optical emission". It is not clear what would be considered 
enhanced since it would be dependent upon the application. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a} A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1,2,4,19,20,22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Morris et al (5,756,225) and 
Prud'Homme van Peine et al (4,861 ,737), each taken alone. 

Morris et al teach rare earth aluminum garnets further including rare earth 
dopants in solid solution, see Table 3. 

Prud'Homme van Reine et al dopes yttrium aluminum garnets further including 
20 to 1500 ppm zirconium oxide which is dissolved into the garnet, see column 1, 
lines 53-66. 

Products of identical composition cannot have mutually exclusive properties. In 
re Spada, 15USPQ2d 1655,1658 (fed. Circ.1990). 

7. Claims 1-4,19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Greskovich et al (5,484,750) and 
Choi et al (5,31 5,608), each taken alone. 

Greskovich et al teach rare earth aluminum garnets having incorporated therein 
chromium, cerium and neodymium ions, see column 1 0 line 62 to column 1 1 , line 1 1 . 
The density is 99.9%. 

Choi et al teach yttrium aluminum garnets doped with Ho, see column 3, lines 64- 
65 and figure 3. 

Products of identical composition cannot have mutually exclusive properties. In 
re Spada, 15USPQ2d 1655,1658 (fed. Circ.1990).
